THREE  FINCEUED  JACK. 

The  following  account  published  by  Dr 
Mosely  in  his  treatise  on  sugar,  of  the  coinbat 
between  John  Reeder  and  Three- Fingered 
Jack,  a notorious  runaway,  which  took  place 
on  tfie  27fh  January,  1781,  near  Mount  Liba- 
nus,  in  St  'Plumas’  in  the  east,  will  be  read  it 
is  presumed,  with  some  interest,  on  ac- 
count of  his  recent  death.,  John  Reeder  re- 
ceived the  reward  of  one  hundred  pounds  of 
fered  by  the  proclamation  of  major-general 
John  Dulling,  governor  of  this  island,  and  af 
terwards  had  an  annual  stipend  of  l went). live 
pounds,  which  was  increased  of  late  j ears  to 
thirty  pounds,  and  paid  under  the  poll-tax 
law. 

Formerly  there  was  no  regular  method  of 
treating  the  yaws  in  the  West  Indies.  It  was 
thought  to  be  a disorder  that  would  have  its 
course,  and,  if  interrupted,  that  it  would  be 
dangerous.  It  was  then  the  custom,  when  a 
negro  was  attacked  with  it,  to  separate  him 
from  the  rest,  and  send  him  to  sortie  lonely 
place  by  the  sea-side,  to  bathe;  or  into  some 
provision  ground,  or  plantain-walk,  where  lie 
could  act  as  a watchman,  and  maintain  him- 
self, without  any  Expense  to  the  estate.  Until 
he  was  w ell  ; shen  ho  was  brought  back  to  the 
sugar-work. 

lint  this  rarely  happened.  A cold,  damp, 
smoky  hut,  for  his  habitation  ; snakes  ami 
lizards  his  companions;  ciuile,  viscid  ford, 
and  bad  water,  his  only  support  ; and  shunned 
as  a leper  ; he  usually  sunk  from  the  Und  of 
the  living. 

Rut  some  of  these  abandoned  exiles  lived,  in 
'pite  cf  the  common  law  of  nature,  and  sur- 
vived a general  mutation  of  their  muscles, 
ligaments,  and  osteology  : became  also  hide- 
ously white  in  their  Woolly  hair  and  sxitt  ; 
with  their  limbs  and  bodies  twisted  and  turn- 
ed, by  the  foiee  of  the  distemper,  into  shock- 
ing  grotesque  figures,  re.-embling  woody  ex- 
crescences, or  stumps  of  trees — or  old  Egvp 
tian  figures,  that  seems  as  if  they  bad  been 
made  of  the  ends  of  the  human  and  begin 
n logs  of  the  brutal  form  ; which  figures  are, 
by  some  antiquaries,  taken  for  gods,  and  by 
others  for  devils. 

In  their  banishment,  their  huts  often  be. 
came  the  receptacles  of  robbers  nnd  fugitive 
negroes  : and  as  they  had  no  pow  er  to  resist 
any  who  chose  to  take  shelter  in  their  hovels, 
they  had  nothing  to  lose  and  w ere  forsaken  liv 
the  world  ; a tiger  would  hardly  molest  them. 
Their  desperate  guests  never  did. 

The  host  of  the  hut,  as  he  grew  more  mis- 
shapen, generally  became  more  subtle;  this 
we  observe  in  England  in  crooked,  scrophu 
Ions  persons  ; as  if  nature  disliked  people’s 
being  both  cunning  and  strong. 

Many  oftlieir  wayward  visitors  were  rleeplv 
^killed  in  magic,  and  what  We  call  the  6/uc.v 
art,  which  they  brought  with  them  from  Afrt 
ea  : and,  in  return  for  their  accommodation, 
they  usually  taught  their  landlord  the  myste- 
ries of  sigils,  spells  anil  sorcery  ; and  iHitmitui 
tedl tim  in  all  the  occult  science  of  Obi  * 

These  Hglv,  loathsome  creatures,  thus,  be- 
came oracles  of  woods  &.  unfrequented  places  ; 
and  were  resorted  to  secretly,  by  the  wretched 
in  mind,  and  by  the  malicious  for  wicked  pur- 
poses 

Obi  and  gnmblintr.  are  the  only  instances,  1 
have  been  able  to  discover,  among  the  natives 
of  the  negro  land  in  Africa,  in  which  any  eflbt  t 
at  combining  ideas  lias  ever  been  demonstra- 
ted. 

The  science  of  obi  is  very  extepsiv- 

Obi,  for  the  purposes  of  bewitching  people, 
or  consuming  them  by  lingering  illness,  is 
made  of  grave  dirt,  hair,  teeth  of  sharks,  and 
other  creatures,  blood,  feathers,  egg  sheila, 
images  in  wax,  the  hearts  of  birds,  and  some 
potent,  roots,  weeds,  anil  bushes,  of  which.  Eu- 
ropeans are  at  this  time  ignorant  ; but  which 
were  known  for  the  same  purposes,  to  the  an- 
cients 

Certain  mixtures  of  these  ingredients  Ire 
burnt,  or  buried  very  deep  in  the  ground;  or 
bung  up  a chimney  ; or  laid  under  the  thresh, 
hold  of  the  door  of  the  party  to  suffer;  with 
incantation  songs  orctirses,  performed  at  mid- 
night, regarding  the  aspect  of  the  moon.  The 
party  who  wants  to  do  the  mischief,  is  also 
sent  to  burying  gr-  unds,  or  some  secret  place, 
which  spirits  are  supposed  to  frequent,  to  in- 
voke his  dead  parents  to  assist  him  in  the 
curse. 

A negro,  who  thinks  himself  bewitched  by 
obi.  will  apply  to  an  obi-man  or  obi  woman,  f r 
cure. 

These  magicians  will  interrogate  the  pa- 
tient, as  to  the  part  of  the  body  most  affl  c ed. 
This  part  they  will  torture  with  pinching, 
drawing  with  gourds  or  calibashes,  beating 
and  pressing.  When  the  patient  is  exhausted 
with  this  rough  magnetising,  oit  brings  out  an 
old  rusty  nail,  or  piece  of  b.rne,  or  an  ass’s 
tooth,  or  the  jaw  b ne  of  a rat,  or  a fragment 
of  a quart  hnt  tie,  from  the  part;  and  the  pa- 
tient is  well  the  next  dav 

Tlie  most  wrinkled  and  most  deformed  Obi- 
on magicians  are  most  venerated.  This  was 
the  case  among  the  Egyptians  and  Chaldeans 

In  general,  obi-men  are  more  sagacious  than 
obi  women  in  giving  or  taking  away  diseases  ; 
and  in  the  application  of  poisons.  It  is  in  their 
department  to  blind  pigs  and  poultry,  and 
lame  cattle. 

It  is  the  province  of  the  obi  women  to  dispose 
of  the  passions.  They  sell  loul  winds  for  in- 
constant mariners  ; dreams  and  phantasies  for 
jealousy  ; vexation  and  pain  in  the  heart,  for 
perfidious  love  ; and  for  the  perturbated,  im- 
patient and  wretched,  at  the  tardy  acts  of 
time,  to  turn  in  prophetic  fury  to  a future 
page  in  the  hook  of  Fate,  and  amaze  the  rav- 
ish-d  sense  of  the  tempesl-tossed  querent. 

Laws  have  been  made  in  the  West-lndiee  to 
punish  the  obinn  practice  with  death  ; but  they 
have  bad  no  effect.  Laws,  constructed  iu  the 
West  Indies,  can  never  suppress  the  effect  of 


This  OBI,  or,  as  it  is  pronounced  in  the  English 
West-Indies,  obi.ah,  had  its  origin,  like,  many  cus 
toms  among  the  Africans,  from  the  ancient  E«i  n- 

ti.'ins.

AVhcn  the  witch  of  Endor  came  to  Saul, 'be  said 
to  her,  “ Divine  unto  me  (by  the  witchcraft  of  ob) 
hr  the  familiar  spirit,  ami  bring  me  up  whom  1 shall 
name  uuto  thee.”  1 Samuel  xxyiii.  v.  7 aud  8,

^ 1 saw  the  obi  of  the  famous  negro  robber 
/ bree-Ungrred  Jack,  the  terror  of  Jamaica  in 
1780  anil  t781.  l'lm  Maroons  who  slew  him 
brought  it  to  me. 

H's  obi  consisted  of  the  end  of  a goat’s  horn, 
filled  with  j compound  of  grave  dirt,  ashes, 
the  blood  of  b black  cal,  and  human  fat:  all 
mixed  into  a kind  of  paste.  A black  cat’s 
foot,  a dried  toad,  a pig's  tail,  a slip  ol  parch- 
ment ot  kid’s  skin,  with  characters  marked  iu 
blood  on  it,  were  lisp  in  his  obian  bag. 

These,  with  a keen  sabre,  and  two  guns, 
like  Robinson  Crvsoe,  were  all  his  obi;  with 
which  and  his  courage  in  descending  iu;o  the 
plains,  and  plundering  to  supply  l.is  wants, 
and  his  stdl  in  retreating  into  difficult  fast- 
nesses, commanding  the  only  accfc-  to  them, 
where  none  dared  to  follow  him,  he  terrilii-ii 
the  inhabitants,  and  set  the  civil  power,  and 
the  neighboring  militia  of  that  island,  at  defi- 
ance, fur  two  years. 

Me  had  neither  accomplice  ror  associate— i 
There  were  a tew  runaway  negroes  in  tog 
woods  near  Mount  Libanas,  the  place  of'  Ids 
retreat:  but  he  had  crossed  their  foreheads 
wi'li  some  of  the  magic  in  his  horn,  and  they 
Could  not  betray  him.  But  he  trusted  no  one. 
He  scorned  assistance,  lie  ascended  above 
Sparlucns.  lie  robbed  alone  ; fought  all  his 
battles  alone  ; and  always  killed  Ins  pursuers. 

By  his  magic,  lie  was  not  only  the  dread  of 
tlyc  negroes,  but  there  were  many  white  peo- 
ple, who  believed  lie  was  possessed  of  some 
supernatural  power. 

In  lint  climates  females  marry  very  young  i 
ai  d often  with  great  d I -parity  of,i  ge.  Here 
Jack  was  the  author  of  many  troubles  ; fur 
several  matches  proved  unhappy. 

“ Give  a dog  an  ill  name,  and  hang  him.” 

Clamours  rose  on  clamours  against  the  cm- 
el  sorcerer.-  and  every  conjugal  mishap  was 
laid  at  the  d iqr  of  Jack’s  maiific  spell  ol  'lying 
the  point  on  the  wedding  day. 

GW  knows  poor  Jack  had  sins  enough  of 
his  own  to  carry  ; without  loading  him  wit!» 
the  sins  of  others.  lie  would  sooner  have 
made  a medcar i cauldron  for  the  whole  island, 
than  disturb  one  lady’s  happiness  He  had. 
many  opportunities;  and,  though  )ie  had  a 
mortal  haired  lo  white  men, . he  Was  never 
known  to  hurt  a child,  or  abuse  a woman. 

But  even  Jack  himself  Was  born  to  die. 

Alluied  by  the  leWard  offered  by  governor 
Hailing,  in  a proclamation  dated  the  12th  De- 
cember, 1780,  and  by  a resolution  uh.ch  fol- 
lowed it,  ol  the  house  ofassembly,*  two  lie- 
gr  es,  Quaskee  and  Sam,  both  ol  Scot’s  Hall, 
Marcon-Viwn,  with  a party  ol  their  townsmen, 
went  in  search  ol  him. 

Quadiee,  befo  e beset  out  on  theexpedi- 
tion,  got  himstlf-christened,  anil  changed  Ins 
name  to  James  [John]  Reeder. 

i he  expedition  commenced  ; and  the  whole 
party  had  been  creeping*  about  in  the  wood* 
for  three  weeks,  ar.d^ blockading,  as  it  were, 
the  deepest  recesses  ol  the  most  inaccessible 
part  ol  the  island,  where  Jai  k,  far  remote  from 
all  human  society,. resided,  but  in  vain. 

Reeder  and  S:.m,  tired  with  tins  mode  of 
war,  resolved  on  proceeding  m search  of  his 
retreat,  and  taking  him,  by  siorming  it,  or  per- 
ishing in  the  attempt. 

They  rook  with  them  a little  boy,  a proper 
spirit,  and  a good  shot,  and  left  the  rest  ot  the 
party. 

These  three,  whom  I well  knew,  had  not 
been  long  separated,  before  their  cunning  ey  e* 
discovered,  by  impressions  among  the  weeds 
and  bushes,  tliAt  some  person  must  lately  have 
been  that  wry. 

They  soltly  followed  these  impressions, 
making. not  the  least  noise.  Presently  they 
discovered  a smoke., 

They  prepared  lor  v.’sr.  They  came  upon 
Jack  before  lie  perceived  them,  lie  w*.is  r ast- 
iog  plant, tine,  by  a little  fire  on  the  ground  at 
the  in i,  uth  of  a cave. 

This  wus  a scene,  not  where  ordinary  actors 
had  a eommou  part  to  play. 

Jack’s  looks  were  fierce  and  terrible.  Ha 
told  he  would  kill  them. 

Reeder,  instead  of  shooting  Jack,  replied, 
that  his  obi  had  no  power,  to  hurt  him  ; for  he 
was  christened  ; and  that  his  name  w*as  nu 
longer  (Juashee. 

Jack  knew  R.-eder  ; and  a-j  if  paralyzed,  ha 
tell  his  two  gur.s  remaining  on  the  ground,  and 
took  up  only  hi»  cui  lass. 

These  two  had  a de.  perale  engagement  se- 
vei  al  years  befi-re  in  the  woods  ; in  w filch  c,  n« 
ffict  Jack  lost  his  two  fingers,  which  was  the 
orig  n of  his  | resent  name  ; but  Jack  then  beat 
Reeder,  and  almost  killed  him,  with  several 
others  who  assisted  him,  and  they  fled  from 
Jack. 

To  do  three  f,n fered  Jack  justice,  he  would 
now  have  killed  both  Boeder  and  Sam  ; fi,r,  at 
first,  they  were  frightened  at  the  sight  oflum, 
ami  the  dreadful  tone  ot  his  voice  ; anu  well 
they  might  : they  had  besides,  no  retreat,  and 
Were  to  grapple  with  the  bravest  and  strong- 
est man  in  the  world. 

But  Jack  was , for  be  had  prophesied 

that  white  obi  would  gel  the  better  of  him  ; and 
from  experience,  he  knew*  the  ph  rm  would, 
lime  none  of  its  strength  in  the  hands  of  Reed- 
er. > 

Without  further  parley,  Jack,  with  his  cut- 
lass in  Ins  hand,  threw  himsett  down  a preci- 
pice at  the  back  of  llie  cave.  - 

Reeder's  gun  .misted  lire.  Sam  shot  him  in 
the  shoulder.  Reeikr,  I.ke  an  English  hull 
dug,  never  looked,  tun,  with  Ins  cutlass  in  his 
hand  plunged  headlong  down  slier  Jack  The 
descent  was  about  thirty  yards,  and  almost 
pe  pendicular.  Both  ot  them  had  preserved 
their  cutlasses  in  tlie  fall. 

Here  was  the  stage,  on  which  two  of  the 
stoutest  hearts,  that  were  ever  hooped  with 
ribs,  began  their  bloody  sliuggle. 

The  little  boy,  who  was  oidered  to  keep 
back  out  of  harm’s  way,  now  reached  the  top 

f the  precipice,  and,  dining  the  fight,  shot

Sam  was  crafty,  and  coolly  took  a round-a- 
bout way  to  get  to  the  field  of  action.

most  severe  personal  conflict,  killed  the  noted 
and  desperate  robber  Thrre  Fingered  Jarir, 
Who  was  supposed  by  the  negroes  to  be  pos- 
sessed of  supernatural  powers,  and  deemed  in- 
vulnerable from  all  attacks.

bf  the  newspapers  puldblied  at  Buenos  Ayres. — 
There  are  two  papers,  one  called  el  IL  iiactoii. 
Which  is  the  official  paper  of  ihe  new  mtional 
government;  the  Other  is  called  the  Censer,  a 
free  and  ably  conducted  paiier,  --bounding  with 
judicious  and  enlightened  discussions. 

From  these  papers  we  find  that  the  national 
government  was  established  at  Tucummi,  and 
that  independence  was  proclaimed  there  in  May 
last.  The  following  arc  extracts  and  abstracts: 
from  those  papers.

ASSEMBLED  AT  THE  CITTOF  rUCCSUN. 

On  the  24th  of  May.  1816,  two  thirds  of  the 
delegates  of  the  United  provinces  hav.ng  re 
ported  their  presence  to  the  proper  autltorities 
at  the  seat  of  the  general  government,  they  pro- 
ceeded to  organize  themselves  in  foim,  ami 
having  appointed  Pedro  .Uudrano  their  presi-' 
(lent,  and  Jose  Mariano  Serrano  secretary,  for 
the  session — They  proceed'  d to  the  business 
for  which  they  were  elected,  and  after  delibera- 
tion, adopted  the  following  Resolutions : 

1st.  The  congress  of  the  United  Provinces  of 
Rio  dc  la  Plata  is  declared  to  be  legally  instal-  j 
led,  as  the  supreme  authority  reprosen1  ing  the  | 
people  of  these  province,  and  for  them  exer- | 
rising  the  functions  of  an  independent  govern- 
ment. 

2d.  In  order  that  due  honour  be  done  to  the 
people,  the  only  legitimate  source  of  sovereign 
power,  their  representatives  in  congress  assent, 
bled,  determine  on  their  behalf,  that  this  con- 
gress shall  be  addressed  and  distinguished  by  I 
the  title  Sohera  no  senior,  (sovereign  without 
anv  superior  lord)  on  all  occasions  when  it  shall 
be  necessary  to  address  the  national  congress. 
The  deputies  of  the  people  to  the  general  con- 
gress, shall  not  in  tlu-ir  individual  capacity,  be 
entitled  to  any  distinction  or  privileges  above ! 
their  fellow  citizens  in  general. 

And  it  was  resolved  that  these  acts  and  the 
declaration  of  indcpendmcc  lx-  made  public) 
throughout  these  United  Provinces,  ami  com- 
municated to  all  the  public  functionaries  and  to 
the  other  free  provinces  of  South  America.

The  congress  continued  in  session  during  the 
whole  of  May,  June  and  July.  Transacting  af 
fairs  concerningthe  internal  administration,  and 
providing  means  for  the  support  and  reinforce- 
ment of  the  armies  of  Independence  in  Peru, 
and  Chili,  with  organizing  the  executive  de- 
partment 

On  the  3d  of  June,  they  proceeded  to  the 
election  of  a proper  person  to  fulfil  the  duties 
of  the  executive  magistracy,  or  director  of  the  | 
United  Provinces,  whrn  colonel  Don  Juan. Mar- 
tin Pvyrredon,  was  unanimously  elected. 

After  the  election  was  declared,  and  the  oath 
of  office  solemlv  administered,  the  president  of 
congress  addressed  the  supreme  director,  to 
the  following  effect. 

Sir, — I recommend  to  you  in  the  name  of  our 
country  to  be  vigilant  against  the  licentiousness 
which  may  be  directed  -.  gainst  the  principles 
of  our  holy  religion.  Remember  that  no  state 
can  long  exist  without  religion  of  some  kind, 
and  that  the  existence  ofthe  state  will  he  more 
solid  and  durable  when  founded  on  the  public 
morals.

New- York,  Oct.  9. 

The  editors  of  the  Mercantile  Adver- 
tiser were  yesterday  favoured  witli  a 
translation  of  live  following  interesting  in- 
telligence from  Mexico.

Its  I at.  is  47  21,  and  the  colT.pii- 
1 ed  distance  from  the  mouth  oi  the  Missouri, 
16  .0  miles.  Three  distinct  nations  uf  Indians 
reside  in  the  vicinity  of  this  place.  The  Man- 
dans,  the  Ahnshaways,  and  the  Winnetarees. 
These  tribes  all  live  in  harmony  with  each 
other. 

Station  7th.  The  month  of  Yellow-stone  river, 
235  miles  from  station  6ili.  At  the  point  oi 
junc’ion  of  this  river  with  the  Missouri,  the 
ground  is  at  the  usual  height  of  to  or  18feet 
above  the  water,  and  therefore  not  overflown. 

I he  Ye  low-stone,  which  bad  been  known  to 
the  French,  as  the  Itocheianiie.  river,  according 
to  information  in  fl.e  Mucky  Mountains ; its 
heads  arc  near  -those  of  the  Missouri  and  the 
Platte,  and  it  may  he  navigated  in  canoes  al- 
most to  its  head  The  Missouri  at  its  junction 
is  520  yards  wule,  and  the  Yellow-stone,  853 
yuTt’s.  file  Indiahs  settled  here  are  the  Assiui- 
boins. 

Station  8th.  Moil'll  of  Milk  river,  410  rr.'lns 
from  station  7ih-  This  river  is  navigable  for 
boats  and  canoes.  Gov.  Lewis  gave  it  th.s  ii.mc 
from  t!ie  extraordinary  circumstance  of  the  wa- 
ter having  a peculiar  whiteness,  such  as  might 
be  produced  By  a table  spoonful  of  tins  ina 
dish  of  tea.  'flic  Assiniboins  are  likcv.  i-.e  the 
inhabitants  of  this  country. 

Station  9th.  The  mouth  of  Marias  river,  231 
miles  from  station  8rh.  'I’lie  latitude  of  tins, 
place  is  47  25,  and  alamt  3*1  miles  tower  down 
than  the  great  f 11s  of  the  Missouri ; the  Blsck- 
font  Indians  inhabit  upon  the  banks  of  this 
liver. 

Station  10th.  The  mouth  of  Clark  river,  226 
miles  from  s'ation  9th. 

Station  11  h.  The  mouth  of  FlathcajJs  river,

continent  of  North  America,  in  place  of  the  cir- 
cuitous navigation  of  Good  Hope.

They  once 
lived  24  leagues  higher  than  the  Kansas,  on 
the  south  bank  ot  the  Missouri,  and  were  then 
more  numerous,  but  they  havfe  been  reduced 
and  banished  by  the  Sauks  and  Ayauways, 
who  being  better  supplied  with  arms,  have  an 
advantage  over  the  Kansas,  though  the  latter 
are  not  less  fierce  or  warlike  than  themselves 
The  Osages  are  almost  the  only  Indians  who 
occupy  the  country  between  St.  Louis  and  the 
station,  and  they  have  been  always  at  peace 
with  the  United  States. 

Station  2d.  At  the  junction  of  the  great  ri- 
ver Platte  with  the  Missouri,  in  lat.  40  45,  and 
260  miles  from  the  first  station.  The  Indian 
tribes  m this  neighborhood  are  the  Ottos,  the 
Missouri  Indians  and  the  Pawnees. 

Station  3d.  At  the  junction  of  the  great  rt 
ver  Sioux  with  the  Missouri,  253  miles  from 
station  2d.  This  river  comes  in  from  the 
north,  and  is  about  110 yards  wide.  Hisnav- 
igable  two  miles  from  its  mouth.  The  Sioux 
Indians  who  inhabit  this  quarter,  are  stout,

INDIAN  TREATY. 

It  give:  ns  much  satisfaction  to  be  enabled 
to  elate  the  1 1 undary  that  the  southern  In 
dians  have  agreed  to  observe  in  future  To 
Gen.  Jackson  and  to  Gen.  Meriwether  there 
cannot  he  too  much  praise  given  for  tlie  zeal 
with  y-hieh  they  have  served  their  country  in 
procuring  this  jnegneiation  on  the  part  of  the 
Indians— their  Woik  has  been  successful  thus 
far,  and  we  are  truly  pleased  in  being  able  to 
state  that  other  objects  connected  with  a 
southern  tribe  are  in  a tram  of  advisement  that 
will  probably  lead  to  tlie  Most  unexpected  and 
glorious  termination — a termination  that  will 
be  of  incalculable  benefit  to  the  republic— ive 
must  for  the  present  forbear  entering  into  par 
ticulars. 

In  the  late  treaty  the  Chicknsans  relinquish 
all  their  claim  to  the  lands  lying  north  of  tie 
Tennessee  river,  and  all  their  claim  to  the 
land  lying  east  and  south  of  a line  beginning 
at  the  mmlth  of  Cane  creek  to  its  source, 
thence  duy  South  to  Gaicee’s  road,  thence  a- 
long  that  road  to  the  cotton  gin  port  on  the 
Tombigbee  river,  thence  down  that  river  to 
the  Choctaw  boundary,  including  it  ie  conjee 
tilled  about  ten  millions  of  acres  of  land,  for 
which  the  United  States’  commissioners  have 
agreed  to  allow  them  twelve  thousand  dol- 
lars a year  for  ten  years  Considerable  part 
of  this  cession  is  most  valuable  larid — the  tva- 
ters  of  Limestone  creek,  Shoalwater  and  Blue 
creek,  on  the  north  side  ot  Tennessee  river,  are 
said  to  run  through  some  of  the  finest  cotton 
land  in  America,  and  on  Cane  creek,  Cold  wa- 
ter, and  some  small  streams  on  the  south  side 
ofTennessee  there  is  said  to  be  a very  rich 
bodv  of  first  rate  land. 

The  Chen.ke.es  relinquish  (except  the  plan- 
tation of  Col.  R Brown)  all  their  claim  to 
the  land  lying  south  and  west  of  a line  be- 
ginning at  Camp  Cofleet,  on  the  south  bank  of 
Tennessee  river,  and  running  thence  south  to 
the  ridge,  thence  eastwarelly,  leaving  the  wa- 
ters of  the  Black  warrior  to  the  right,  until 
the  waters  of  Will’s  creek  opens  the  ridge, 
thence  down  the  east  bank  of  the  west  fork 
to  main  Will’s  creek,  thence  down  tlv-i^ast 
bank  of  said  creek  to  Coosa  river,  and  thence 
down  Coosa  river,  as  far  as  they  ever  claimed 
on  it.  These  bounds  is  supposed  to  contain 
near  5.000,00  > of  acres  (as  allowed  to  them  by 
the  treaty  at  Washington  last  winter}  for 
which  the  commissioners  on  the  part  0f  the 
United  States  consent  to  allow  them  6000  dol- 
lars for  ten  years 

When  we  consoler  the  quantity  of  land  pro- 
cured by  the  commissi  ners,  with  its  local 
situation  and  relative  importance  to  the  citi- 
zens of  the  western  Country,  we  cannot  re 
train  from  expressing  a wish  that  the  general 
government  will  delay  no  time  in  surveying 
the  same,  and  bringing  it  into  market.  More 
than  two  years  has  elapsed  since  the  treaty  of 
Fort  Jackson,  and  the  land  procured  at  that 
treaty  is  not  yet  offered  for  sale.  Certainly 
there  is  no  necessity  for  such  unreasonable 
waste  of  time— It  la" known  that  if  tlie  land 
is  not  aold,  it  will  be  settled  by  all  sorls  of 
persons,  some  of  wh  »m  are  not  the  best  citi- 
zens in  the  world,  and  when  such  give  eha. 
racter  to  a place,  better  persons  do  not  like 
to  mix  With  RXcTU.  Clarion. 

8everel  whi*<)  men  have  been  lately  murder- 
ed by  the  Pawnee  and  Osage  Indians.  The 
Pawnees  justify  the  act  as  defending  the  hunt- 
ing ground  from  the  whites  But  the  O- 
sages  sav,  that  the  few  whites  who  visit. their 
country  as  hunters,  kill  more  Hiifialne  in  one 
year  than  would  support  their  haiiou  (of  10,- 
bOU  persons)  for  tliosame  time.  5000  Hufialoe 
Were  killed  last  season,  Only  for  hides  and 
tallow. 

The  Osages  complain  that  settlements  are 
forming  in  the  most  of  their  hunting  country, 
five  Imodrediniles  west  bf  the  Mississippi,  be- 
ing about  half  way  to  the  Spanish  villages  in 
Mexico. 

It  is  conjectured  that  the  Indians  who  have 
committed  the  late  depredations  at  the  Boon’s 
lick  settlements,  are  Sacks  and  Winebagoes, 
who  were  returning  from  an  expedition  a 
gainst  some  tribes  of  Missouri  Indians,  with 
whom  they  are  at  war.  Fear,  and  not  treaties, 
must  bind  these  people,  as  the  experience  of 
General  Smith  fully  illustrates.

THE  SAGE  OF  MONTICFLLO. 
From  a series  of  letters  published  in  the 
Cape  Fear  Recorder,  at  Wilmington, 
N.  C.  we  copy  the  following  interest- 
ing account  of  our  late  President  and 
his  favourite  Monticello : 

The  village  of  Milton  is  three  miles 
from  the  seat  of  Mr.  Jefferson,  late  Pres- 
ident of  the  United  States.  My  stay  there 
did  not  exceed  3 hours ; and  my  oppor- 
tunity to  converse  with  this  great  man 
was  much  shorter  than  I wished.  Hotv- 
ver,  from  my  own  observations,  and 
from  correct  and  authentic  information. 
I am  enabled  to  give  you  such  an  account 
of  Monticello,  and  its  philosophic  owner, 
as  niay  afford  you  gratification  and  en- 
tertainment : as  the  most  minute  particu- 
lars respecting  so  eminent  a character, 
nil  whatever  may  concern  him,  must  in- 
terest you,  I hope  I shali  not  be  accused 
of  prolixity.  Thomas  is  the  oldest  survi- 
ving son  of  Peter  Jefferson  ; he  had  six 
children  ; two  daughters  alone  lived  to 
maturity ; one  married  to  Mr  John  W. 
Eppes,  the  other  to  Mi*.  Thomas  M. 
Randolph.  The  patriotism  and  talents 
of  both  these  gentlemen  are  well  known 
to  the  community.  Mrs.  Eppes  died 
about  12  or  13  years  since,  and  left  two 
children,  qne  of  whom  is  since  dead.  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  Randolph  live  near  this  place. 

Mr.  Jefferson  is  very  regular  and  tem- 
perate in  his  mode  of  living  ; he  retires 
to  his  chamber  about  9 o’clock,  and  rises 
Ik  fore  the  sun,  both  in  summer  and 
I winter ; and  it  is  not  easy  to  conceive  a 
i more  grand  or  sublime  sight  than  the 
j rising  of  the  sun  viewed  from  the  sum- 
mit of  Monticello.  Until  breakfast,  which 
is  early,  lie  is  employed  in  writing ; after 
that  he  generally  visits  his  workshops, 
labourers,  Sec.  and  then  Until  1 2 o’tlock 
he  is  engaged  in  his  study,  either  in 
j drawing,  writing,  or  reading  y he  then 
! rides  over  his  plantation,  returns  at  two, 

; d-csses  for  dinner,  and  joii  s his  compa- 
! ny.  He  retires  from  table  soon  after  the 
j doth  is  removed,  and  spends  the  evening 
j in  walking  about,  reading  the  nowspa- 
j pers,  atul  in  conversation  with  such 
guests  as  may  he  with  him.  His  dispo- 
sition is  truly  amiable,  easy  of  access, 
quick  and  ready  in  dispatch  of  business, 
and  so  condescending  and  naturally  plea- 
sing in  his  manners  and  address,  that  no 
person,  at  all  acquainted  with  him,  can 
feel  in  his  presence  perplexity  or  embar- 
rassment. 

Monticello  is  a conical  liill  ; its  sum- 
mit, on  which  stands  the  house,  is  500 
feet  above  the  adjoining  country.  The 
view  from  hence  is  extensive,  variegated 
and  charming.  To  the  west,  the  Blue 
Mountains,  at  a distance  of  about  15 
miles,  bound  the  prospect ; while  to  the 
north  and  east,  the  eye  wanders  in  rap-; 
ttire  over  an  expanse  of,  I think,  forty- 
five  riiilcs,  and  can  distinguish  particular, 
objects  at  that  distance.  : It  is  near  al 
mile  from  the  public  road,  which  leadsj 
between  Charlottesville  and  Milton. 

The  house  is  an  irregular  octagon 
with  porticoes  oil  the  east  and  west 
sides,  and  piazzas  on  the  north  and  south 
ends.  Its  extent  including  the  porticoes 
and  pizzas,  is  about  1 10  by  90  feet ; the 
external  is  finished  ill  the  doric  order 
complete,  with  ballustrade  on  the  top  of 
it.  The  internal  of  the  house  contains 
specimens  of  all  the  different  orders  ex- 
cept thq  composite,  which  is  not  introdu- 
ced The  hall  is  in  the  Ionic,  the  din  | 
ing  room  is  in  the  Doric,  the  parlour  is 
in  the  Corinthian,  and  dome  in  the  Attic., 
In  the  other  rooms  are  introduced  seve- 
ral different  forms  of  these  orders,  all 
in  the  truest  proportions  according  to 
Pallado.  On  the  ground  floor  are  eleven' 
rooms,  on  the  second  six,  and  on  the  at-j 
tic  four;  there,  aye  cellars  under  the 
whole.  Through  the  antes  of  the  house 
from  north  to  south  on  the  cellar  floor, 
is  a passage  of  300  feet  long  leading  to 
two  wings,  or  ranges  of  buildings  of  one 
story,  (hat  stand  equally  distant  from  each 
end  of  the  house,  and  extend  120  feet 
eastward!)’  from  the  passages,  termina- 
ted by  a pavilion  of  two  stories  at  the  end 
of  each.  The  roofs  of  the  passages,  and 
range  of  buildings,  form  an  agreeable 
walk,  being  flat  and  floored,  and  have  a 
Chinese  railing  round  them— they  rise 
hut  a little  height  above  the  lawn,  that 
they  m.ty  not  obstruct  the  view. . On  the 
south  side  are  the  kitchen,  smoke  house, 
dairy,  waste  house,  and  servant’s  rooms  ; 
on  tlie  north  are  the  ice  house,  coaches, 
Sec.  The  library  is  extensive,  and  con- 
tains, as  it  might  indeed  be  expected,  a 
vast  collection  of  rare  and  other  valuable 
work's,  on  all  subjects,  and  in  all  langua- 
ges. . v , ...re. 

Mr.  Jefferson  has  a Urge  collection  of 
mathematical,  philosophical,  anti  optical 
instruments  and  Indian  curiosities.  A 
mong  the  latter  are  busts  of  a male  and 
female,  sitting  in  tl\e  Indian  position  ; 
they  are  supposed  to  be  of  great  antiqni 
ty,  and  to  have  been  formed  by  the  Indi- 
ans ; they  were  ploughed  up  in  the  state 
of  Tennessee  ; arc  of  very  hard  stone, 
but  considerably  defaced.  There  is  al- 
so in  the  hall  a representation  of  a battle 
between  the  Fanis  and  Osages,  also  a 
map  of  the  Missouri  and  its  tiibutary 
streams,  both  executed  by  Indians  on 
dressed  bufl'alo  hides  ; bows,  arrows,  poi- 
soned Uiiccs,  pipes  of  peaccj  wampum 


belts,  moekasins,  See.  several  dresses, 
md  cooking  utensils,  of  the  Mondan  and 
other  nations  of  the  Missouri. 

The  statuary  in  the  hall  consists  of  a 

'■olossal  bust  of  Mr.  Jefferson,  by — . 

It  is  on  a truncated  column,  on  thq  ped- 
estal of  which  are  represented  the  twelve  I 
tribes  of  Israel,  and  the  twelve  signs  of 
the  zodiac. . A full  length  figure  of  Cleo- 
patra, in  a reclining  position,  afier  she 
had  applied  the  asp  ; and  the  busts  of 
Voltaire  and  Tnurget,  in  plaister ; there 
is  likewise  a model  of  one  of  the  pyra- 
mids in  Egypt. 

In  the  parlotir  are  busts  of  the  empe- 
rors Alexander  of  Russia,  and  Napoleon 
of  France,  sitting  on  columns,  and  a 
sleeping  Venus. 

In  tl?c  bow  of  the  dining  room,  are 
busts  of  general  Washington,  Doctor 
Franklin,  Marquis  dc  la  Fayette,  and 
Paul  Jones,  in  plaister. 

The  collection  of  paintings  is  consider- 
ed by  connoisseurs  to  be  of  the  first  rate. 
Among  them  is  the  Ascension,  by  Pous- 
sin; the  Holy  Family,  by  Raphael 
Scourging  of  Christ,  by  Reubens; 
cifixion,  by  Guido;  and  a jfte afmany 
other  scriptural  and  hj>*dncal  pieces 
by  the  first  master*-*  portraits,  prints, 
medaliop»f  mettftsj  Stc  of  celebrated 
clianyrfers  and  events. 

''The  collection  of  nattiral  curiosities, 
is  tolerably  extensive,  and  consists  of 
mammoth  and  other  bones,  h.orns  of  dif 
ferent  kinds,  a head  of  the  mountain  ran1, 
petrefactions,  chrystalizations,  minerals, 
shelis,  Etc.  In  short,  ;t  is  supposed  there 
is  no  private  gentleman  in  the  world,  in 
possession  of  so  perfect  and  complete 
scientific,  ns.  ful  and  ornamental  collec- 
tion. His  lands  adjoining  Montic'  lio, 
are  said  to  be  about  eleven  thousand 
acres ; of  which  about  fifteen  hundred 
acres  are  cleared ; he  has  a large  tract 
of  land  in  Bedford  countv.  where  he 
raises  annually  about  40.  00  wt.  of  to 
bacco,  anti  grain  sufficient  to  maintain 
the  plantation.  He  keeps  no  stock  of 
horses  and  cattle  here,  hut  uses  mules 
for  his  waggons  The  number  of  his 
negroes  is  about  two  hundred.  Hi-  fi  .ch 
of  sheep  are  valuable  ; they  consist  of 
the  Cape  or  large  tail,  Shetland  and  Me- 
rino breeds.  The  manufactories  at  pres- 
ent carried  on  by  him,  are  at  Bedford, 
ql  smith’s  work,  and  at  Monticello,  a nail- 
ery; the  latter  conducted  by  boys,  ai.d 
a manufactory  of  cotton  at.d  woollens. 
Mr.  Jeffe  icon  proposes  making  consider- 
able improvements,  useful  and  ornamen- 
tal, both  here  and  in  his  pluasure 
grounds.
